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Continuation of 1 3. Other: Examiner has noted applicant's arguments but is not persuaded. The 1 1 2 rejection stands because it is not 
explicitly clear what the order of the steps are for the deposition of the thermal radiation absorption layer. Examiner understands what 
applicant is emphasizing in the remarks but the specification does not conclusively state that the layer was applied prior to deposition of 
the material onto the growth area of the substrate. Examiner has viewed the figures pointed out, but the specification only stated that 
those figures were illustrative of method steps but did not necessarily state the order of deposition. With respect to the 102 and 103 
rejections, examiner noted the arguments and puts forth that in Figure 6 element 522 which read on as a thermal absoprtion layer is 
situated there before fabrication of the Ga-N based compound semiconductor system therefore logically concluding it would be present 
before the building of the LED structure materials. Examiner has also noted the submission of an IDS, but the IDS will not be considered 
because they do not comply to the standards set forth in 37 CFR 1 .98 3(i and ii). Finally applicants have faile to file the appropriate fee 
extensions for consideration of the remarks and IDS. The paper-work was filed on 10/27/06 for the remarks and 11/3/06 for the IDS, but 
the Final Rejection was filed 7/24/06. Applicant is 3 days late and without extension fees submitted, the only fee recorded was for the IDS 
filed after the Final rejection. 
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
